House Moving wi 
Law Adopted 


Menlo Park city council this 
week passed and adopted legisla- 
tion which requires house-movers 
to post $2000 “performance bonds” 
and calls for inspection of build- 
ings to be moved, to make sure 
they can stand the trip. 

The ordinance, passed with all 
possible speed, was first intro- 
duced at the city council's ad- 
journed meeting last week, at the 
behest of City Building Inspector 
James D. Steiger.

ed to cut the district’s operating 
budget from 19.1 cents per $100 
assessed valuation for the current 
year to 8 cents for the 1956-57 op- 
erating period, it was announced 
last week. 

The entire eight cents will be 


| used for bond retirement and in- 


terest payments; otherwise, the 
hospital will be entirely self-sup- 
porting. At present, the district’s 
tax rate is compoged of 7.7 cents, 
for purchase of capital improve- 
ments and 11.4 cents, for retire- 
ment of bonds and for interest 
payments. 

“We realize the setting of taxes 
for bonds and interest is the re- 
sponsibility of the county control- 
ler,” Board Secretary-Treasurer 
R. G. Kelly observed, in announc- 
ing the directors’ action. “Our 
present estimates indicate a bal- 
ance in the bond fund of $86,076.56 
after the June redemption, howe- 
ev, so our needs for the year fol- 
lowing that will be smaller than 
those of the current year.

Brings Stanford 
DeVoto Books 


STANFORD — A rich literary 
treasure—the library, manuscripts 
and personal papers of the late 
Bernard De Voto—has been ac- 
quired by the Stanford university 
libraries. 

The purchase, made possible by 
a gift from Edward H. Heller of 
Atherton, includes more than 
5000 volumes. The manuscripts of 
his}published works are also in- 
cluded, as well as manuscripts of 
some work in progress, publica- 
tion rights in which remain with 
Houghton Mifflin. 

Probably the most valuable 
part of the collection is the au- 
thor’s correspondence during 30 
years with leading figures of 
literature. Some of the letters 
will have to be withheld from 
public use until persons men- 
tidned are no longer living. 
The full extent of the material 
will not be known until it is re- 
ceived at Stanford. William R. 
Ready, assistant director for ac- 
quisition of the Stanford librar- 
ies, while in the East soon on li- 
brary business. will supervise the 
shipment from De Voto’s home in 

Cambridge, Massachusetts. 

“The De Voto library is a most 
significant collection of America- 
na and will greatly enrich Stan- 
ford’s growing program in Amer- 
ican studies,” Ready declared. 

“At the time of his death, De 
Voto was fully engaged as a writ 
er on all fronts; his energy, pug- 
nacity, and ability made this man 
of letters a national figure.”

As envisaged by the panel, the 
present practice of confining at- 
tendance at Laurel school to first 
through sixth graders should be 
continued; with the exception that 
those pupils falling in this age 
range, who cannot be accommo- 
dated at Laurel, be sent from the 
“optional” district to Encinal. 

Children will be assigned with 
an eye to keeping approximately 
the same number in comparable 
classrooms at either school accord- 


ing to the committee report. 
NOTIFY PARENTS 

It was also recommended that 
the school district board of trus- 
tees notify all parents in the dis- 
trict, both in June and in Septem- 
ber, of the schools which their 
children would be expected to at- 
tend in the fall. 

The report did not consider 
possible transfer of seventh and 
eighth grade pupils. At present, 
Encinal school is the only plant 
east of the highway where ac- 
commodations for these grades 
are developed. 

The short-term solution was 
formulated in view of present 
school district explorations of the 
possibility of constructing new 
classrooms either at the Encinal 
school site, or at some other loca- 
tion that Stanford Village, in the 
eastern part of the school district.

Building Plans 


PALO ALTO—A master build- 
ing plan for Varian associates has 
been approved and construction 
will begin shortly, according to 
an announcement from H. Myrl 
Stearns of Ladera, general manag- 
er of the electronics firm. 

New buildings, to be started in 
May, will more than treble the 
company’s floor space over the 
next few years. Varian associates 
now occupies a laboratory and of- 
fice buildings in Stanford Indus- 
trial park, Palo Alto, and a micro- 
wave tube factory in nearby San 
Carlos.

HURRAY FOR TAXES! 


Once upon a time, when the Paleclithic Age was very 
young, a boy named Exemption ran into the camp of his 
people and told the Wise One, the most honored mnember of 
the band, that he had seen men from beyond the hills hunt- 
ing nearby where the aurochs and the wooly mammoth 


roamed. 

The Wise One said nothing, but bowed his head in 
thought. He thought a long time — a very long thought for 
the Paleolithic Age —and then he raised his eyes again and 
looked around. The other members of the band hacl gathered 
before him silently, and he looked at each of them one by one. 

“Now hear this,” he said, or words to that effect. “Hence- 
forth it shall be that twelve of the strongest of our young 
men stand guard at the top of the hills. They shall keep 
others out of our hunting grounds. 

“And so that they need not break their vigilance to search 
for food, each family in our band shall send them a portion 
of its own.” 

The Wise One had spoken, and it was so, and ever since 
that day, the human race has been paying taxes. 

Since the Wise One first thought it up, this principal of 
group contributions to subsidize action by specialists in behalf 
of the community has been extended to a variety of tasks that 
could not so well be undertaken by individuals acting on their own. 

A good, juicy slice of your mammoth meat still goes to sup- 
port the warriors guarding your borders. Other bites go for roads, 
for hospitals, for police and fire protection . . . and quite a lot 
of it merely goes to the men who are busy making sure all the 
other subsidized agencies get their share. 

When all these fellows are finished carving up your mam- 
moth, what's left may look more like a rabbit. It is the time- 
honored privilege of all to complain shrilly that the mammoth- 
slicers are taking too much. We join regularly in this outcry our- 
selves. 

Right now, however, as the national, state and local tax col- 
lectors cue up at our doors for their share, we feel like saying 
a word in defense of taxes. 

After all, we citizens chose to pay taxes. It was we — or 
the prior residents here —who decided we needed a city 
form of government to protect our property values, to pave 
and maintain our streets, to give us and our belongings police 
protection. It was we who formed the school districts and the 
fire districts and the sanitary districts to perform tasks that 
were necessary for the benefit of ourselves and our neighbors. 

Further back, it was our forebears who decided we needed 
to be organized as a state and as a part of this nation. Without 
the services provided by our state and national governments, we 
would not today have the kind of living we enjoy. Without the 
taxes we pay, we would not have the kind of community, state 
and nation that we do. 

No, taxes in themselves are not bad. They purchase for us 
the things we could neither obtain nor afford as individuals. It 
is only in regard to the amount of taxes or interpretation of the 
things that taxes should provide that there is room for argument. 
But within those limits lie arguments aplenty .. . and enough 
honest differences of opinion to keep the uproar going, 

It is easiest, perhaps, to protest the amount claimed by the 
federal government. That level of taxation hits the hardest, is the 
most impersonal and is sufficiently complicated so that it’s a 
simple matter for leaks and misuses to appear. Results of the 
recent Hoover commission report may, in time, plug many such 
leaks, but it costs a lot to have a federal government no matter 
what we do. We are glad we have it. 

It is on the local scene that the outcries against taxation boil 
down more to a matter of differing points of view. 

For example, we are proud of the directors of the Sequoia 
Hospital district, who this week announced they would ask a cut 
of more than 50 per cent in their tax rate for the coming year. 
Through wise policy and efficient administration they 
enabled thus to ease the taxpayer's burden.

Yet, it is conceivable that some could dispute the wis- 
dom or equity of their action. Some might say it would be 
better to maintain the tax rate where it is, using the surplus 
funds for current operating expenses. In this fashion, the 
hospital could charge lower rates from those who must use its 
services. 

We do not subscribe to such an argument, but we can recog- 
nize the possibility that others — not property-owning taxpayers, 
of course — might view the situation in such a light. 

The city of Menlo Park last year presented another example 
of the leeway provided, within the realm of reason, for disagree- 
ment over taxing policies. Whether to hold the tax rate down or 
to provide more services at an increased cost always is open to 
discussion. Should taxes help build @ library or should such under- 
takings be financed only through bond issues, thus spreading the 
cost over a longer period? 

School taxes, too, always can start a fight. 
growing child population, there are 
taxpayers on where lies the happy 
or fewer services.

Thus, while we indulge again in our time-honored _ privilege 
of griping about taxes, let’s remember that we chose 
for things that had to be done. Let's remember, too, that we 
chose the men who tell us how much to pay ... and that, in 
this election year, we have our chance to disagree with them 
most effectively, 

But disagreement and outcries notwithstanding, we still say: 

Hurray for taxes!

Present Bond Issue 
Mild Compared to ‘48 


By CHARLES P. BURGESS 
| City Councilman, Menlo Park 


For the third time in my 14 
years on the council, the people 
of Menlo Park are being asked to 
approve a bond issue for city pur- 
poses. 

The first time was in 1948 
when a recreation and civic 
center bond issue for $150,000 
was voted 1068 yes to 47 no. 
Only $99,000 was issued, the . 
balance was canceled because 
of a price discount obtained 
after the amount of the issue 
was set on the ballot. Yet th; 
$99,000 was 3 per cent of the 
city’s $3,561,000 assessed valu- 
ation at that time. 

The initial tax rate required to 
service the bonds was 15 cents per 
$100 of assessed valuation. 

Two years ago the council 
placed a $270,000 bond issue on 
the ballot to provide a compre- 
hensive park system in the city. 
This issue did not even obtain a 
majority vote, losing 1187 yes to 
1281 no. 

It would have amounted to a 
little over one per cent of the 
city’s then assessed valuation of 
$23,797,000. The first year’s tax 
rate for bond service would have 
been about 8 cents per $100 of 
assessed valuation. 

The present bond issue is in 
two parts, to be voted on sepa- 
rately, $100,000 for parks and 
$120,000 for a library. The two 
combined amount to $220,000, or 
eight-tenths of one per cent of | 
the city’s assessed valuation of 
$27,700,000. The first year tax 
rate for both would be five 


to $285,000, or less than one per 
cent of next year’s assessed valu- 
ation. Our legal limit for bonded 
indebtedness is 15 per cent! 

It is my earnest hope that 
these bonds will be approved, 
for they represent in my judg- 
ment the minimum needs of the 
city. 

A city of our size obviously must 
have more than a token library, 
and the time has come to take 
the step, for our lease soon ex- 
pires on the present inadequate 
building. If the bonds fail, we 
must seek new quarters, and the 
lease rentals will necessarily ap- 
proach the debt service require- 
ments on the bonds, without the 
building being designed for library 
needs. : 

And, of course, as we pay rent 
we acquire no ownership, whereas 
when the bonds are paid off we 
have paid for the library. The 
library will be the first building 
in our ultimate civic center. ; 

The park bonds would provide 
sites in Belle Haven and the Wil- 
lows, plus minimum _ improve- 
ments there and at the Oak Knoll 
and Hillview schools. 

Ultimately from current reve- 
nues the city will complete full 
improvements. The issue can- 
not be controversial easterly of 
Middlefield road, where knowl- 
edge of shortage of park facili- 
ties is first hand.

A few frosty winters and a lit- 
tle pruning will keep the vine in 
bounds, and I recommend it ‘high- 
ly for covering a large area quick- 
ly. It will stand a wide range of 
moisture conditions and soils and 
seems to have no pests. 

The plants, of course, can be 
purchased. Cuttings taken  be- 
tween January and April root eas- 
ily in water, or plants grow readi- 
ly from seeds sown in the spring. 
REAL PRIZE 

The vine is evergreen, with 
large, dark green, divided leaves. 
It becomes a real prize when the 
large, exotic flowers bloom—late 
July. and then off 
the fall when the 
fruit or seed pods form. These 
sods have a ‘leshy exterior from 
which jelly and flavoring for ice 
cream or fruit drinks are made. 

The variety caerulea is most 
commonly grown in this area. The 
| flowers are 3-4 inches across, fra- 
grant, with greenish white petals 
and blue to lavendar center. 

There are many hybrid forms 
in this group, one of which has 
very large pure white flowers. 
The most common passion flow- 
er is often known at Maypop (P. 
incarnata) and has short-stem- 
med lavendar flowers with wavy, 
thread-like filaments radiating 
horizontally from the center. 

It is best to buy these plants in
